PURPOSETo uniformly carry out the flocking 
of piles on the surface of a work, in a flocking 
method due to Down process, by generating a 
forcible air stream to a downward direction 
from the side part of a pile falling apparatus. 
CONSTITUTION: When the screen 2 of an 
electrostatic flocking apparatus 1' is vibrated, 
the piles 3 stored thereon is fallen to be 
charged through a high voltage electrode 4 
and sucked by a work 5 to be thrust into the 
adhesive layer on the surface thereof to flock 
the work 5. In this case, blow-out pipes 10, 
10,... having plural nozzles 9 opened in a 
downward direction are provided to the sides 
of the inner frame of the casing in the 
apparatus 1' and connected to a compressed 
air source 13 through a flow control valve 1 1 
and a solenoid valve 12. In flocking, the 
nozzles 9, 9,... are preliminarily controlled so 
as to coincide the speed of an air stream with 
the falling speed of the piles 3 to generate a 
forcible air stream so as to make blow-out 
streams parallel. By this method, the piles 3 
are attracted to the side of the air stream B 
and fallen on the work parallelly in a uniformly 
distributed state without being concentrated to 
the center thereof. 
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
